Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  writing  an  introductory  letter  to 
the  Annual  Report  for  1959 > which  has  been  compiled  by  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  since  I relinquished  my 
appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  take  up  a 
similar  post  in  the  Borough  of  Kettering. 

The  vital  statistics  show  that  the  health  of  Coseley 
has  been  very  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  staffing  difficulties  as  regards  Public  Health 
Inspectors  were  fortunately  overcome  during  the  year  with  the 
appointment  of  two  inspectors. 

Two  hundred  and  nine  houses  were  represented  during 
the  year.  During  my  four  years  as  your  Medical  Officer,  over 
800  houses  have  been  represented,  which  is  a very  comprehensive 
attempt  to  abolish  the  slum  problem  in  the  district. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Health  Department 
staff  for  their  guidance  and  assistance  which  they  have  always 
unfailingly  placed  at  my  disposal.

Ladies  ajid  G-entlemen, 

I have  pleasure-  in  submitting  my  report  of  the  work 
carried  out  in  the  Department  during  the  year  1959. 

Despite  some  staffing  problems  the  Department  has 
continued,  to  function  with  a surprising  degree  of  efficiency. 

To  achieve  this  it  was  found  necessary  to  concentrate  on  the 
more  urgent  and  important  functions  of  the  Department  at  the 
expense  of  the  lesser  ones. 

Judging  by .the  steady  annual  increase  in  the  number 
of  food  animals  killed  and  perforce  inspected,  it  would  appear 
that  the  people  of  Coseley  must  be  more  and  more  meat  eaters. 

How  often  is  it  realised,  that  constant  vigilance  in  the  case 
of  all  foods  is  .necessary  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate, 
to  safeguard,  if  not  digestion,  at  least  against  disease. 

.In  the  matter  of  Pood  Hygiene  the  public  can  help 
themselves  to  raise  standards  with  but  little  effort.  The 
Health  Department  is  very  conscious  of  the  shortcomings  of  some 
of  the  shops,  .but  we  are  endeavouring  to  bring  them  up  to  an 
improved  standard.  Experience  shows  that  if  a reasonable 
approach  is  made  by  the  customer,  the  management  does  not  resent 
a complaint,  but,  rather  is  grateful  for  the  reminder. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  place  on  record  my 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  Health  Oommittee  and  the 
Council  for  their  support  and  confidence.  I am  indebted  to 

the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to  the  members  of  the  Staff 
of  the  Department  for  their  co-operation  and  loyal  support.

29  drains  were  opened  by  this  Department,  and  on  a few 
occasions  the  gully  emptier  had  to  be  engaged.  Payment  was 
made  for  these.  14  others  were  rodded  without  results  and  no 
charge  was  made. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

During  the  year  188  visits  and  observations  were  made 
on  business  premises  for  smoke  emission.  Several  complaints 
were  received  by  telephone  regarding  smoke  which  was  said  to  be 
black  or  very  dark.  These  in  most  cases  were  visited  in  a few 
minutes  after  receiving  the  complaint  and  in  no  single  instance 
did  we  find  it  of  a density  for  action  to  be  taken. 

It  would  appear  that  quite  a number  of  people  seem  to 
have  the  idea  that  no  smoke  should  be  permitted,  especially  is 
this  the  case  if  the  house  on  one  side  of  the  street  is  in  a 
residential  area  and  the  factory  on  the  other  side  of  the  street 
is  in  an  Industrial  Zone. 

One  or  two  have  had  to  be  warned  however,  particularly 
after  office  hours  for  their  emissions,  but  we  have  found  them 
to  be  co-operative,  and  willing  to  take  what  effective  steps 
were  considered  necessary. 

To  Mr.  Starbuck  and  his  Staff  (of  Messrs,  Stewarts  & 
Lloyds)  I would  like  to  express  our  thanks  for  his  continued 
help  and  interest  (although  hard  pressed)  for  carrying  out  the 
monthly  lead  peroxide  and  deposit  tests.
